The following letter from the wilds of 


Michigan will be read with interest by

God hits BO made us In our dispositions that I 


however .luxuriant may be our surroundings I 
when mingling with tho highest type of civili- 
zation, that raen sometimes wish to go and seo 
nature, even as the savage saw It. That man 
who can have no deelro to roam through an 
untrodden forest or Uoat down tho dark wa- 
ters of some wild and turbulent stream lacks 
that which makes this life tho sweetest, {. <:., 
to see things os God made them. Our lilllo 
company loft Docatur on Monday nlgbt, Sep- 
tember 29th, and arrived at our huutlug 
grounds at 8 p. m., Wednesday tallowing. 
Nothing beyond a very laughable episode bo- 
tweon Aid. Wayne and one of tho dogs In Chi- 
cago, occurred on the route. This little fracas 
has afforded our party many a hearty laugh. 
Wo pitched our camp near Hamilton lake and 
have christened the same Camp Decatur. A 
bolter hunting ground could not bo found In 
America. We havo door In abundance, not 
lees than Of ty having been eecn by our party 
In tho past week, and at no time bavo wo been 
more than one mile and a half from our camp. 
There arc many ways of bunting deer, tho fa- 
vorite one with our party being what is known 
by banters aa tho drive, and for the boncllt of 
those who do' not understand tbl8,1 will horo 
give the mode: Some certain tract of country, 
of about four hundred aoroa Is, selected and 
around this, forming a pocket, tho outlro par- 
ty is uut on separate stations at about equal 
distances apart, each station being selected, If 
possible, near some door runway or trail. Af- 
ter all are in position tho Indian aud dogs arc 
put In at the farthest point when the fun bo- 
glns. The first sound that reaches the ear is 
tho wild whoop ot tho Indian, thcu comes tho 
deep bellowing of tho doirs, now all eyes and 
oars arc strained to got tho llrst sight of the 
coming gnmo and when some noble buck or 
timid doe comes in view tho heart stands silll, 
and had tho doer one point in ten tho gallant 
hunter would take to his bools, but horo he 
levels his gun and lays low tho noblest game 
of tho American forest. It was on a drive of 
this kind that Mayor Chambers killed the Urst 
deer our party got tola season, and on this 
same drive ox-Mayor Haworth killed one nnd 
mortally wounded another. On last Tuesday 
Dr. Small marohod into camp with tho stride 
of a Roman Gladiator bearing in his right 
band tho heart of a live eplko buck, and on 
Friday following, ox-Mayor Haworth's son,

Oner bad bis llrst chance to got his doer, but 
not having had as much experience as some of 
tbo party, ho llrcd too Boon and missed bis 
game, and requests that you advertise one 
gun for sale, cheap; for particulars call on 
Sam. Qher. Mr. V. }£. Parko ishavlng a grand 
time, and while ho has not as yet killed a dour, 
he no doubt will oomo up woll in tho end, as it 
seems to bo his luck to got his game at the 
close of tbo hunt. Mr. Campbell has not as 
yot killed his deer, but has drawn blood from 
one and hopes to have bettor luck this coming 
wook. Alderman Wayne works hard but, like 
Parko and Campbell, don't tally; ho says 
ho thought ho had killed a boar yesterday, but 
it turned out to bo only a porcuplno. But Mr. 
Wayne's chances ore good.as ho and Alderman 
Starr are always on tho go nud are most sure 
to got oomo game. D. b. Shollabargor docs not 
care so much to kill game, as he Is out for 
health aud pleasure and puts in most of his 
time placing his friends at good stands while 
he wanders off to some barren Bpot where no 
deer over ooraos. We have with our party M r. 
Bainoy, of Belleville, 111. Mr. H. is an oM 
hunter, understands tho care of door moat as 
woll as any ono wo havo overbad In our camp, 
hence ho has been put in full charge of all tbo 
game brought In. Joe, tho cook, laughs and 
grows fat, aud has lots of fun with tho Indian, 
with whom ho has gotten on terms of tho clos- 
est intimacy. Joe likes tho Indian because ho 
shows him deer; tho Indian likes Joe because 
ho gives him plo. 
Tho tlshlng bore could not bo surpassed; tbo 
waters are lllloil with tho finest specimens of 
bass and plokorel, and tho angler has not as 
yet boon here to thin thorn out. So you see 
you havo ono round of sport, huntlhg and fish- 
ing and ashing and bunting. Lot us close by 
saying wo aro having n royal time and thank 
Providence that it Is possible for us to take 
such vacations from tho tolls and vexations of 
life.
